to sec its rebirth here in West 
Virginia," the letter was quoted 
as saying. 


The letter also recommended a 


friend as kleagle, or organizer, 
of the Klan in West Virginia. 


Wise said he interviewed Byrd 


1958 
and again this week in 


Charleston, W. Va., and quoted 
the senator as saying in the 1958 
interview: "I had been a'kleagle 
in the Klan. This man came to 
me in 1946 and asked me to rec- 
ommend him as a kleagle. I was 
no longer active at the time. So I 
wrote the imperial wizard, Dr< 
Samuel Green, in Atlanta and rec- 
ommended the man as a kleagle.

Wise said he asked Byrd in the 


1958 interview why he joined the 
Klan, and the Senator repJied:
